From the report of the secretary of war 
it appears that the strength of the army 
on Sept. 50, IS84, was 2,155 officers and 
25,765 enlisted men, while the maximum 
legal strength of the army is 25,000 men, 
the etfective strength, through various 
causes, is but little over 20,000 men.

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POSTAL PARAGRAPH. 
The report of the postmaster general 


presents a comprehensive statement of 
the onerations of the postoilice department 
for the last fiscal year. The reports of 
the departinent during the year amounted 
to $75,080 479.04, and the expenditures to 
S8$,521.414.15. The transactions of the 
postal service indicate with barometric 
certainty the fluctuations in the business 
of the country. Inasmuch, therefore, as 
business complications continue to e 
throughout the east last year to an unfor- 
seen extent it is not surprising that the 
deficiency of revenue to meet the expendi- 
tures of the postoflice department, which 
was estimated in advance at about eight 
million dollars, should be exceeded by 
nearly one and a quarter million dollars.

A system of lighting tram cars by elec- 
tricity has been devised by Mr. W. M. 
Miner, electrical engineer of the Ameri- 
can Manufacturing and Engineering com- 
pany, of New York anda demonstration 
of it was recently given as installed ina 
ear in Hoboken. N. J. The visitors were 
conveyed in the car and in running over 
the line the trolley circuit was frequently 
broken in erder to show the value of this 
system in always keeping the car illumin- 
ated, whether the trolley wheel is on or 
off. The system, says the Scientific 
American, consists inthe use of a small 
storage battery of six Donaldson-Macrae 
storage cells, which are used to lighta 
duplicate set of lamps should the trolley 
come otf or the motor current sive out or 
be interrupted in any way, the battery 
being switched on automatically when the 
motor circuit is breken. A trolley cur- 
rent is passed through an electro- magnet, 
which completes a circuit through in- 
eandescent lamps connected in series in 
the usual manner. The same current also 
passes through the storage battery, keep- 
iny it charged. If the trolley comes off, 
or the current gives out or is interrupted in 
any way the armature of the magnet is 
drawn back against its backstop. closing 
its supplemental circuit from its. storage 
battery through a switch to the armature 
of the magnet, backstop and lamps. re- 
turning to the storage battery, thereby 
insuring light in the car whenever lights 
are required, independent of the action of 
the trolley. When the main circuit is re- 
stored by replacing the storage or other- 
wise, the current takes it original course 
through the main circuit lamps, energiz- 
ing the magnet, storage battery and light- 
ing the car as before, thus automatically 
insuring a constant light in the car urder 
all circumstances.

A PLEA FOR JOHN CHINAMAN, 


Are They Desirable Immigrants to This 
Land of Ours. 

Mr. Edward Mitchell publishes in the 

Nineteenth Century an article upon 
| “The Chinaman Abroad.” 
is evidently of the opinion that the Chi- 
nese are the scaltof the earth. Seldom 
has the heathen Chinee found a more en- 
thusiastic and uncompromising cham- 
vn0Nn, 
His paper, in fact, is little more thana 
demonstration that the Chinese are hated 
more fortheir virtues than for their vices, 
and in their vices even they compare 
favorably with the English speaking 
populations in the midst of which they 
dwell. He says:— 

My plea for the Chinaman in new 
countries such as California or Qneens- 


land amounts to this—that for the devel- | 


opment of these regions his presence in 
certain force cannot but prove one of the 
grandest factors conducing to success. 
His tota) exclusion is a most short-sight- 
ed and mistaken line of policy; his de- 
portation is little less than a national 
crime, for it puts back the clock of pro- 
gress and renders useless a large amount 
of necessary and arduous pioneer work. 
Furthermore, I say unhesitatingly, that 
| both the Australian colonies and the 
| Western States of America could take 
thousands more Chinamen than they at 
| present have, to the advantage of the 
| 


whole community in each and every 
case.

gambling does not approach in mischief

ture of anothor Chinamen washing the 
| tailing ina gola field: 

Where the Caucasian has admitted 
himself to be played out, the Mongolian 
igsaving gold! Here is an alchemist 
who can find the precious metal in the 
dirt-wash from the battery in which 
every appliance that money can purchase 
and men’s ingennity devise is in opera- 
tion. 

The accusation that the Chinese are 
blacklegs and undersell white labor is a 
favorite excuse for the attacks which 
are made on them, but when Chinese 
are employed as white cooks in hotels 
they are paid the same wages as white 
cooks, but that circumstance in no way 
lessens the antipathy with which they 
are regarded, Mr. Mitchell says: 

Their great disqualification in the eyes 
of their enemies lies in the fact that 
make their employers’ interest identical 
with theirown. “John” thecook is ab- 
solutely reliable. He ‘never goes on 
strike for an eight-hours’ day. and never 
by any chance touches a drop of liquor. 
Yet many an hotel in the colonies has 
been burned to the ground for no other 
reason than that the owner employed a 
Chinese cook. The disabilities of the 
Jewsin medi:val Europe sink into noth- 
ingness when compared with the disa- 
bilities of the Chinese in modern Aus- 
tralia. 

Occasionally we get a glimpse of what 
therace might achieve were these disa- 
bilities removed. Thus in Melbourne, 
two or three years ago, a Chinese boy 
in attendance at the premier high school 
in the city beat every one in the senior 
class, and came out first in Latin, Greek, 
| French, mathematics, English literature, 
_and each and every subject in’ the eurri- 
culum. But he was the son of a Christ- 
ianized Chinese missionary, and so had 
avenues opened up to him that are 
barred to all other Chinese children in 
theland. The average working China- 
man, as I have shown, has to bear the 
burden of contumely, and has to live the 
life of a leper onteide the gates. Yet he 
braces himself to the ernel and unequal 
struggle, and in the end achieves a quiet 
triumph in the face of every difficulty. 
Has chivalry died out among the Cau- 
casian race that honor should be denied 
to such achievement?

LORD MONCK IS DEAD. 


Canada’s Former Covernor General Has 


Crossed the Great Divide. 


Charles Stanley. Viscount Monck, is 
dead. Charles Stanley, Viscount of 
Moneck, was born in Templemore, Ireland, 
Oct. 10, ISLO. He was educated at Trinity 
college, Dublin, and called to the bar in 
ISi1. He was elected a member of the 
house of commons ‘asa Liberal in 1852, 
and was re-elected in 1855. Atthe gereral 
election in 1857, he was defeated and was 
an unsuecessful candidate for Dudley in 
1861. From 1855 to 155s he lord of 
the treasury. He was appointed a com- 
missioner of charitable donations and be- 
quests mm Treland in 1851, and Captain

and Governor-General of British America 
in 1861. His lordship was formally re- 
appointed under a new act of parliament, 
governor of the united provinces of Can- 
ada, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick in 
1NG7, but resigned the following year. In 
INS7! he wes appointed a cormmissioner of 
national education in Ireland. On the 
disestablishment of the Irish church in 
INTL he was appointed a commissioner to 
carry into effect the provisions of the act.

INTERCOLONIAL TRAD 


A FAVORABLE REPORT PRESENTED 
BY THE EARL OF JERSEY. 


The Cable and Steamship Schemes Com- 
mended and the Trade Relations Dis- 
cussed From B. th British and Colon- 
ial Standpoints — 
Advocated. 


The London Standard’s informed that 
ithe Earl of Jersey has submitted to Lord 
_ Ripon, of the colonial office, the report 
| ot his mission to the Ottawa intercolonial 
conference, the tenor of this report, the 
Standard learns, tndicates that his opin- 
ions are largely in sympathy with the 
couference’s cone!usions as to the cable, 
sieau.ship and trade relations in the em- 
pire. These conclusions are described 


lif realized, to be of the greatest advan- 
‘tage to Great Britain. The Earl of Jer- 


consider favorably the unanimous 


| of any restriction, treaty or statutery pro- 
| hibition standing inthe way cf inter- 
; colonial trade. The powerto make fis- 
| cal arrangements, he says, may or may 
i not be largely used, but in granting it to 
| self-governing colonies, Great Britain 
| will be developing the policy, long pur- 
sued of enabling them to make use of 
such resources within the empire as they 
think best. Experience has shown this 
policy to be the safest, he thinks, and the 
most satisfactorv mode of promoting ad- 
yancement. He remarks that there is 
nothing on the statute book to prevent 
Canada, the Cape. and even crown col- 
onies from making differential conven- 
“tons, but a statutory prohibition of a 
very exceptional character still precludes 
the Australias entering into ‘differential 
| tariffagreements. The only convention 
that the Anstralian ec clonies 
plate, he finds, are those with Canada, 
and possibiv the Cape. These, if eon 
cluded would not, he believes, materially 
effect the commercial interests of Great 
Britain. He adds, “T consider it will be 
a consistant and successful policy to re- 
cognize the reasonable nature of the re- 
quest that autonomous have power, sub- 
ject to the veto of the crown, to make 
such fiscal arrangements with each other 


commercial prosperity.” 

Astothe treaties with Belgium and 
Germany, the Earl of Jersey is satistied 
that thev do not preclude making pre- 
ferential arrangements among the eolo- 
nies themselves without the spectal ad- 


the two countries in qnestion. Never- 
theless, he thinks these treaties would 
prevent Great Britain from sharing any 
benefit whieh might be given by one 
colony to another, although they would 
not prevent Great Britain from giving 
especially advantageous terms to the col- 
onies. Great Britain, he holds, has by 
treaties baryzined away her power to re- 
ceive better terms in the colonies regar }- 
ing herexports than are yviven to [el- 
vium and Germany. He will sugeest 
that Great Britain might consider 
whether it would be possible, 


gium and Germany to consent to the 
abrogation of the clauses especially re- 
ferring to the colonies. 

As regards the snyvestion to establish 
a maximum tarifl for foreign nations and 
amaximum tanith for members of the 
empire, the Earl of Jersey remarks that 
such a proposal would involve a fanda- 
mental change in the financial poliey of 
Great Gritain. As far as the colonies are 
concerned he thinks it would mean the 
remission of eXisting taxation, but, as 


applied to Great Britain, it would com- | 


pel the introduction of a new system and 


the creation of new taxation, “Canada! 


Australia and the Cape,” he writes, 
“With their examberant products of food 
and raw material, compared with their 
population. regard import duties with a 
different experience from that of the 
United Kingdoin with its insofficiency 
of home grown food, and the necessity 
of the free importation of raw material 
for industries.” 

Coming to the mail service, the report 
is distinctly sympathetic, but warns the 
Australian colonies that much will de- 
pend on their action.

THIRTY THOUSAND HEAD. 


Immense Increase in the Cattle Exports 
Trade of This Country, 


The export cattle business for this year 
has closed, and some facts in connection 
with this important trade will be of cen- 
eral interest. The result of the season's 
operation ought to be gratifving to the 
people of Manitoba and the Northwest, 
and the showing may be accepted as a 
good indication of the extensive develop- 
ment that may be expected in the 
hve stock trade of the country within 
the next few vears. While prees bave 
not ruled high they have been on the 
whole satisfactory, and thousands of dol- 
lars have beea circulated among the 
farmers in the provinee and Territories, 
by the purchase of cattle, hogs and sheep 
forexport; the dealers have operated on 
stuali margins, owing to depressed prices 
in Great Britain, thengh as a rule their 
transactions have netted them a protit, 
and they are not disposed to grumble, 
while hoping for better returns next 
vear. 

Since the opening of the trade in the 
fall to the present date no less than SO.000 
head of cattle, 10,000) hogs, 4.000 sheep 
and horses have been shipped out of the 
country, all sections from the Red river 
| to the Alberta ranges contributing a share 
of the agvregate. In the matter of cattle 
the exports this vear show an increase of 
seventy per cent. as compared with the 
figures of IS0S. The percentage of in- 
crease in hogs is still larger, the exports 
last vear being only 3,700. The ship- 
jments of sheep and horses last vear were 
| practically nil, so that these classes are a 
new feature of the live steck export 
trade. 

The past eummer was a favorable one 
for stock. The weather being dry 
Were not so numerous as usual, and con- 
sequentiv, cattle took on fat much faster 
than when pestered with the anneving 
insects, and were in condition te be yiar- 
| keted early. an important matter in this 
country, where ii is necessary fo vet the 
eattle ont before cold) weather sets in.
